Berlin fell to the Russians— 
perhaps with Hitler’s dead body 
in the ruins of his Reichschancel- 
lery. The British cut off Den- 
mark by breaking through to the 
Baltic.

WILL CONTINUE FIGHT 

Doenitz, donning Hitler’s man- 
tle of command, sought desperate- 
ly to prevent utter collapse. 

Responding to his appeal for 
support, the German commanders 
in Denmark and Norway asserted 
they would fight on. 

Doenitz himself, with Krosigk, 
the remnants of the German high 
command and other remaining 
leaders, was believed to be in 
northwestern Germany preparing 
to continue to Denmark or Nor- 
wey — if he had not already 
started. 

MEETING REPORTED 

There were totally unconfirmed 
reports that Doenitz and possibly 
Krosigk might have met Count 
Folke Bernadotte, Swedish inter- 
mediary, during the abortive at- 
tempt by Heinrich Himmler.4o ar- 
range peace with the United States 
and Britain but not Russia. 

One of the reports, heard by 
Blue Network from the Swiss ra- 
dio, said that Doenitz met Berna- 
dotte Monday.

NAZIS DENY REPORTS

At Gen. Patch’s headquarters, 
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Himmler's Offer 
Confirmed by U.S. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—(AP)—Acting Secretary of State 
Joseph C. Grew today verified reports that Heinrich Himmler 
had offered a German surrender. Grew made it clear that 
Himmler’s surrender offer did not extend to Russia, and 
hence was not accepted: by the United States and Britain. 

In fact Himmler said, Grew de- 
clared, that he hoped to be able 
to continue the fight on the eastern 
front. He, Himmler, stipulated 
that his offer was for the western 
Allies only. 

He said Hitler was so ill he! 
might already be dead and could 
not live more than two days, and 
that he, Himmler, was therefore 
in full authority. Himmler want- 
ed to meet Gen. Eisenhower to 
surrender the whole western front. 

The first overture by the Nazi 
Gestapo chief was made the night 
of April 24 through Swedish For- 
eign Minister Gunther. 

Count Folke Bernadotte, head of 
the Swedish Red Cross, acted as 
intermediary. 

Grew gave this chronological 
account of the Himmler offer in 
order, he said, to set the record 
straight: 

At 11 p.m. on April 24 the 
American minister to Sweden, 
Herschel V. Johnson, and the Brit- 
ish minister, Sir Victor Mallett, 
were summoned by Swedish For- 
eign Minister Christian Gunther 
and advised of Himmier’s offer to 
surrender. 


Bernadotte met Himmler at Lu- 
beck (Germany) at 1 o'clock the 
morning of April 24 at Himmler’s 
request.” 

Bernadotte asked if Norway and 
Denmark were jncluded in the 
surrender and Himmler agreed to 
order German troops in those coun- 
tries to yield to American, British 
and Swedish troops.

Berlin's Rubble a Monument 
To Death of Nazi Germany 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
Berlin is the largest city ever conquered in thousands of years of 


human struggle. Its 12-day siege 
bloody in man’s history. 

The city which was to have ruled 
the world for 1,000 years sprawled 
over 341 square miles of Germany’s 
Brandenburg plains. Today this 
vast area—a wasteland of crum- 
bled stone and ashes—sSfood as a 
monument to the death of Nazi 
Germany and the might of Allied 
arms. 

This was the greatest city of 
continental Europe—the fourth 
largest city in the world. Only 
Tokyo, the world’s third biggest 
metropolis, remained as a greater 
potential prize for the Allies in 
their war against aggression. And 
Tokyo’s days were numbered. 

In prewar days 4,335,000 per- 
sons toiled in Berlin, then one of 
Europe’s mightiest industrial and 
commercial centers. Today the 
survivors roamed its. desolate 
streets in search of food and water.

The Red Army burst in Berlin 
April 21—two years, two months 
and 19 days after the German tide 
turned at Stalingrad. The Soviets 
had swept through eight other 
gat sey capitals.

the Nazis used‘as an excuse for 
seizing dictatorial power. 

The battle for Berlin was one of 
the most ruthless, bitter in history. 
In this, the deadliest of alt wars, 
Paris fell easily by comparison, 
Rome toppled simply. Vienna was 
hard, but not costly. Warsaw’s 
toll was brought in patriot war 
against the Nazis. Only Budapest 
was comparable in the ferocity of 
German resistance. There nearly 
200,000 Germans were killed or 
captured. The Red Army’s casual- 
ties were unknown. 

OTHER CONQUERORS 

Berlin had fallen to conquerors 
before. The city dates from medie- 
val times, but it was not until 1871 
that it joined the front ranks of 
international cities. Since then, its 
growth had been rapid. 

Before 1871, Berlin had been 
taken and plundered briefly by the 
Austrians in 1757. A flying de- 
tachment of 4,000 Austrian cavalry 
razed a Berlin suburb and forced 
the capital, under threat of similar 
treatment, to pay ransom. Within 
12 hours, the Austrians wheeled 
and were gone. 

Three years later in 1760, the 
Russians took Berlin from Fred- 
erick the Great after a stiff battle.

Andefson, Democrat, New 
Mexico, conferred with President 
Truman over the recommendations 
of its 7.000-word report—product 
of a six-week investigation—but 
members said he indicated no re 
action. Yesterday the President is- 
sued a statement praising OPA's 
entire price control program. 
SHORTAGE TRACED 

Although the committee made 
no direct denunciation of any Ss. - 
gie government agency, it traced 
the meat shortages and black 
markets to OPA’s price and en- 
forcement policies, to the War 
Food Administration’s revisions .of 
production orders and other gov- 
ernment programs. | 

To cure the food crisis it recom- 
mended: 

1. A subsidy for cattle feeders 
to put more weight on beef for 
market." 

—2.A boost in the hog support 
price to $13.50 a hundredweight. 

3. A coordinated food program 
all the way from producer to con- 
sumer, linking production quotas, 
prices, distribution and rationing 
in one set-up. 

4. A top priority for food pro- 
duction, with arrangements for 
adequate farm machinery and 
manpower, and an increase of stor- 
age facilities so that surpluses can 
- be stock-piled against future short- 
ages. 

BLACK MARKET CONTROLS 

5. Separate ration points for 
meat and rigid black market con- 
trols at the source. 

The other recommendations 
dealt with demands for increased 
production of poultry, eg and 
sugar to ward off approaching 
shortages which the committee said 
will reach their peak by late 
summer. 

The committee regarded the 
situation in eggs and sugar so 
serious that it announced separate 
‘investigations for those items, 
both to be started soon. It recom- 
mended special inducements to 

ultry and sugar producers to 

crease their output. 

The report didn’t say whether 
the inducements should be in the 
form of direct price increases or 
subsidies. 

SHARPLY WORDED REPORT 

The report turned its sharpest 
words on the government’s new 
10-point revision of the food pr>- 
gram, announced two weeks ago 
by the Office of Economic Stabil- 
ization, OPA and WFA an incen- 
tive for increased beef production. 

The food program included a 

.000,000 price relief outlay for

FULFILLMENT OF PROPHECY - 


South's ‘Fighting Bishop’ 
Moved to Louisiana Grave 


NEW ORLEANS, May 2.—(#)—The Confederacy’s “fighting bish- 
op,” Leonidas Polk, who died in battle, and his lady, Frances Dev- 
ereaux Polk, were laid to rest today beneath the chancel of the Epis- 


copal Christ church cathedral. 

Their bodies, brought from the 
original burial place at Augusta, 
Ga., remained side by side be- 
neath a royal purple robe bearing 
a silver cross while six bishops 
joined in services recommitting 
them to the grave. 

The Rt. Rev. Frank A. Juhan, 
D. D., bishop of Florida and chan- 
cellor of the University of the 
South, gave the sermon. 


FULFILLMENT OF PROPHECY 


He termed the return here of 
Gen. Polk, first bishop of Louisi- 
ana and a lieutenant general in 
the Confederate Army, as fulfill- 
ment of a prophecy made at his 
funeral June 29, 1864. 

“At that time,” he said, “the 
senior churchman of the southern 
diocese, Bishop Elliott, committed 
the body of Leonidas Polk to the 
keeping of the Church of the Con- 
federacy ‘until the church in Lou- 
isiana claims it as its rightful her- 
itage’.’ 

Juhan eulogized Polk, one-time 
head of the Episcopal church in 
Louisiana, Alabama, Arkansas, 
Florida, Mississippi and the Re- 
public of Texas, as a man who 
possessed “self-knowledge, sel f- 
control and self-culture.” 

Of Mrs. Polk he said: “Little is 
known of this lady who shared 
his life but I believe her life 
made his more divine.” 


WEST POINT GRADUATE 


Polk, born in Raleigh, N. C., 
April 10, 1806, entered the min- 
istry after his graduation with 
honors from the United States Mil- 
itary Academy at West Point, 
New York. 

Less than one month after his 
ordination he married Miss Fran- 
ces Devereaux, of Raleigh. 

_His life in the church carried 
him to assignments at Richmond, 
Va.; Thibodaux, La., and Colum- 
bia, Tenn., to election as mission- 
ary bishop to the southwest and 
finally in 1841 as first bishop of 
the newly formed diocese of Lou- 
isiana. 

In 1861 leaders of the Confed- 
eracy called him to be a general 
in the army. 

He fought in the Tennessee cam- 
paigns and was with Gen. Hood’s 
army in north Georgia when he 
was killed on the field of battle.

“The most effective way was to 
take flame-throwers and burn the 
dead as they lay in the ruins for 
sanitary reasons. They would just 
turn flame-throwers into houses, 
burn the dead and then close off 
the entire area. 

“The whole city is flattened.”

It is over in Europe. In Italy 25 of the 
best German divisions have surrendered 
unconditionally. The long, bitter, “forgot- 
ten war” has ended, the graves of thou- 
sands dotting the mountain slopes and val- 
leys of Italy constitute mute testimony the 
fighting was long and hard. 


In Berlin the Germans have thrown 
down their arms. 


In Holland, in Norway, in Austria the 
Nazi armies seem ready to give up the 
long, bloody struggle which they began 
more than five years ago by invading 
Poland. 


They were arrogant and proud then, 
seriously committed to the idea that de- 
mocracy was corrupt and decadent; believ- 
ing that free men would compromise as 
they had at Munich and, later, with all of 
Czechoslovakia. 


Even if they did not compromise they 
were not alarmed. 


* “Today we sail against England, tomor- 
row the world.” 


And for a time, a long, desperate time 
of agony and shame, the gray flood en- 
gulfed nation after nation, and even in far- 
away America the ripples of it began to 
roll up on the beaches and bring with it 
the smell and fear of evil. 


It was our fight, as it was the fight of 
any decent, self-respecting people, no 


matter where the Creator had put them 
on the globe. It was not a question of 
geography, but of freedom and dignity 
and life. 


The road back was tortuous and hard. 
We cannot say we did it alone. The Allies 
did not do it alone. Victor Hugo, writing 
of Napoleon, said that God became bored 
with him. For a time it appeared that God 
was bored with the nations and peoples 


that call themselves Christians. He allowed. 


Adolf Hitler and his millions to serve as 
a scourge of God. He allowed him to show 
up the selfish great ones and little ones 
of the world who put their miserable pos- 
sessions above country and people; above 
self-respect and freedom. For a time it 
was we who had become decadent and 
uncertain, who were weighed in the bal- 
ance and found wanting. But, to our credit, 
it may be said that under the leadership 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt—blessed, too, 
with great generals and brave men and 
women—we learned our forgiveness. 


And so, as always happens, those who 
put first values first have won again. 


Hitler ‘and his philosophy—Hitler and 
his terror and abnormal cruelties have 
been weighed in the balance and found 
wanting. Mussolini died the craven he 
was. Hitler probably was murdered or 
poisoned. Japan’s criminals remain. For 
them, too, it is written, “Mene, Mene, 
Tekel Upharsin.”

“His own iniquities shall take the 
wicked himself, and he shall be holden 
with the cords of his sins.”

President Truman has officially con- 
firmed Hitler's death. — 


While the President was unable to re- 
veal the source of his information, the in- 
ference is that the capitulation of the Nazi 
defenders of Berlin had made it possible 
for the Russians to determine to their own 
satisfaction that Hitler was indeed dead. 


“This means, as the President has said, 
that the two principal war criminals—Hit- 
ler and Mussolini—will not have to be 
brought to trial. 


But it does not mean that we shall not 
be forced to bring numerous of their hench- 
men to justice. 


Other, and lesser, members of the Nazi 
gang are falling, one by one, into the 
hands of the Russians and the Anglo-Amer- 
ican Allies. Many are still hiding in the 
fast-shrinking Reich. 


All of them will, eventually, be cap- 
tured or dead; dead either in battle or by 
their own hand. 


It has been repeatedly promised that 


those who live to answer for their crimes 
- 


will be tried and punished. There is no 
fitting punishment for the horrors perpe- 
trated by the Nazis, for which these lead- 
ers are primarily responsible and for which 
the whole German people must bear their 
portion of the blame. 


It is to be hoped there will be no 
lessening in determination when these 
trials begin. No legal quibbles must en- 
able the worst gansters in all history to 
escape their just fate. No false sentimen- 
talism must aid wholesale murderers to 
cheat the gallows at the end. 


Nor must they. be handled in any man- 
ner to give excuse for the placing of a 
halo of martyrdom around their memories 
by future generations of Germans. 


They are rats, no more worthy of hon- 
orable remembrance than the worst, drug- 
crazed professional killer in the lowest 
slime of the underworld. 


The hour of retributive justice draws 
near, for them all. Let them meet such 
fate as will for all time stand as fearful 
warning to any who may be tempted, in 
the future, to emulate their careers of foul 
betrayal of all human decency.

Flying the ‘Hump 
Is Tamer--But Rugged 


Even very early in the morning it was heavy 
and hot at the Calcutta airport. A sweating 
sergeant had instructed us in the use of the 

parachutes. Each of us stood with one belted about us. 

The bored carriers stood about. It was an every-morning scene 
to them, and they stood in defeated attitudes, waiting to take the 
hand baggage into the plane. : 

At last it was done.and we waddled to the boarding platform 
and climbed up to the door of the huge C-54, big brother of the 
C-47, the workhorse of the air. Once seated in the long rows of 
bucket seats, the breast straps of the parachutes were released and 
we sat’ back, gasping for air. It wag 107 degrees. 

The doors were swung to and bolted. Instantly the tempera- 
ture shot upward. The metal body of the ship took in the heat and 
began to bake its occupants. The motors were started and we 
lumbered away from the apron, down the taxi strip to the head 
of the runway. 

Each flight gives me almost the same thrill as my first, 27 
years ago. I still am rather frightened on take-off and landing, but 
it is a pleasure-creating, minor sort of fear. Take-off is best, I 
think, and most exciting at night. One can see, from the down- 
ward illumination, the moment of leaving earth. One is borne first 
horizontally forward along the smooth concrete, rapidly gathering 
momentum, huge engines roaring out their power within a few feet 
of one, the lights of the flare path flitting past, distant lights flash- 
ing by ... and then one is transformed from earth to air... the 
huge machine flies. 

There follows the supreme moment. If one pays close heed one 
may feel, after the first tottering moments when the ship is air- 
borne, the wings grip their elements and the ship surges forward, 
confident and strong. There is definitely a sort of exultation in 
mn tons of metal and it is transmitted to anyone who wishes to 

eel it. 


Airborne But this one was by day. The yellow earth and the 

dust blown by hot winds was out our windows, but 
then we were airborne and the wings gripped the air and we began 
to climb. -The green of the Bengali countryside, the villages, the 
rivers, the cattle, below us. 

Even far above the earth, when the plane, traveling 180 miles 
an hour, or more, seems to stand still, there are really lovely things 
to see. There is the unusual clarity of the sky at 16,000 feet or 
higher; there is the sharp, level line where dust haze ends be- 
neath one; there are tremendous towering cloud shapes, churning 
themselves abdut, changing shape, or perhaps stable. Far beneath 
the earth unrolls like a map. 


It has been given to me to meet and know many 
brave and gallant men and women. But none 
more gallant than those who fly “The Hump,” that long, awe- 
inspiring flight over the Himalayan range from India, across Burma 
and into China. 

What impresses itself depends on the incalculables of'mood and 
circumstance. I flew “The Hump” twice, in and out of China. 
We went in by day,. we came out by night. I recall, from 18,000 
feet, that the mountains seemed immediately below us, and were. 
That they showed mile on mile, and hour on hour, of jagged peaks, 
tortured ranges, deep jungle-filled valleys in which savage, hostile 
tribes live and wait. I recall a full coppery moon that dropped 
into mists. I recall that we, from many lands and continents, were 
there in the dim-lit cabin, with 19,000 feet of emptiness and night 
and mountain below us, to see the many-colored dawn flow up 
from the green and water-dotted plains of Bengal. 

China has not been able to do much in the war. There are many 
reasons for it. She has been kept in the fight, in some measure 
at least, by our airplanes. They fly more than 40,000 tons per 
month into China. As a matter of fact,4he Burma road and the 
Lido road have already served their purpose. The planes do a better 
and more efficient job. When the roads were opened the number 
of trucks delivered in one month dropped below the average de- 
livered by air. But room was made, of course, for other materials. 
I saw Georgia mules walked sedately out of airplanes, flown across 
“The Hump.” I felt like hugging them. 

Having been fortunate in flying around the world, covering ap- 
proximately 45,000 miles in some 270 hours in the air, I remember 
all pilots and crews with respect, admiration and a sort of-hero 
worship. The Air Transport Command has done one of the most 
amazing jobs of the war. Nothing any other country has done 
touches it. 

But those who fly “The Hump,” and those who have flown it 
when it was tougher even than today, rate first with me. 

Let us close with a little quiz. 

Where is the busiest airport in the world, handling more planes 
in each 24 hours than LaGuardia Field? 

The answer—a field in China which I cannot name. Every two 
minutes, night and ‘day, every day, a plane lands and takes off 
there. Most of them, fully 90 per cent, are American. All of them 
come and go over “The Hump’’—and God bless and keep them all.

We Disliked the Food, 


Now I Feel Ashamed 


Reading, the other day, a detailed report on 
the destruction and death showered on London 
by those senseless V-2 rockets, there was one 

item which struck home. 

It said the largest number of deaths caused by any one of the 
rockets was 134. This was when one of the blind weapons hit a 
crowded lunch place, in the heart of London, at midday when it 
was filled with clerks and stenographers and other workers from 
the near-by offices and stores, getting their noon meal. 

If it is the place I think, from the description, we ate lunch 
there one day in 1939. It was crowded then. It was one of those 
places where you perched on a stool at the long counters and shout- 
ed your order to the busy waitress across the imitation marble. 

And I feel sort of ashamed, as I read of the 134 who died there, 
feel rather guilty, when I remember that I didn’t enjoy the food 
at all. I was disappointed, could ‘hardly eat some of the dishes set 
before me. I wish, now, I had left there with a happier memory 
of the place. 

It seems, somehow, shocking to think of the 134 innocent lunch- 
ers instantly blown to pieces in a place where all I can remember 


is the unappetizing character of the food. 

: : I have been unable to forget that lunch place 
Imagination while I eat my own lunch, in the establishment 
I have patronized for years. It, too, is crowded and there are lines 
of patrons waiting for a vacant table. I can’t help imagining what 
the scene would be like if a V-2 rocket landed in that place, in the 
heart of Atlanta, some noontime when-~t is full of contented diners. 

It is not a pleasant exercise of the imagination. To think of that 
pleasant place, filled with the subdued talk of the lunchers and the 
soft rattle of knives and forks, instantaneously changed into a place 
of wholesale human slaughter, of blood-spattered wreckage and of 
torn flesh sprayed across what remained of the floors. 

I am thankful for two reasons. One that I don’t believe such 
horrors can come to Atlanta in my time, at least. Two, if they 
should come, my memory of that lunchroom would be different from 
that of the London place. For the food here is good. I enjoy it 


every day. Well, almost every day. 

I wrote above that the horrors, of rocket 
It Could Happen bombs cannot come to Atlanta in my time. 
Put in the qualification because it is pretty evident that, unless we 
succeed, at San Francisco or somewhere, in creating an organiza- 
tion and a system that can-:and will maintain world peace, there’ll 
be another world war in a few years. When that war comes, if it 
doés, the weapons of attack, including the rocket bombs, will be 
so developed they probably will fall on Atlanta, as well as all other 
American cities. 

They will be able to fire them, then, across more than 3,000 
miles of ocean. They'll be able to aim them, too, at least well 
enough to hit a target like Atlanta from 3,000 or 4,000 miles away. 

Which will mean one certain outcome. That is the end of the 
civilization you and I have known. His cities destroyed, his life 
reduced to the simple problems of the slave—to stay alive, to eat 
and to find shelter, mankind will revert to the days-of the cave 
dwellers. Seeking safety from bombs, he will live underground, in 
deep caves and tunnels. He will die by the millions, by starvation, 
because he will not be able to produce the food he needs and lurk 
in comparative safety, underground, as well. 

He will go back to savagery and the long climb upward will 
have to start all over again. 

Civilization, in short, will simply commit suicide if it permits an- 
other world war to start. 


. Nevertheless we have faith. Most of us be-

place, humanity will, at least, exercise sufficient common sense to 
forever halt the senseless criminality of aggressive war. 

We are putting the shackles of impotency on Germany and Ja-

Informality Keynote 
Of Truman Regime 


WASHINGTON .—After 12 years of the Roose 

3 velt regime, Washington is finding it difficult te 

be adjust itself to the new methods of President 
Truman, Each day seems to bring some new innovation. 


On the second day after taking the oath of office, Mr. Truman 
did an unprecedented thing by going to the capitol for an infor- 
mal luncheon with congressional leaders, a smal] gathering that 
included Republicans as well as Democrats. 


Later he made an afternoon trip to the Pentagon, the huge 
structure across the Potomac from Washington which houses the 
vast activities of the War Department. There he remained for some- 
thing more than an hour, conferring with Secretary of War Stim- 
—_ Gen. Marshall, the Army chief of staff, and various military 
eaders. 


And now as the latest of his surprising activities he has made 
another trip to the capitol to have lunch with Speaker of the House 
Sam Rayburn, one of his old cronies. The house recessed out of 
respect for his presence, and after the luncheon he held an infor- — 
mal reception in the speaker's office, with individual members pour- 
ing in to greet him. 


No other President before him had done things of this kind, so 
far as the record shows; or certainly not in modern times. 


While the White House is being renovated 
Walks To Work for its new occupants, Mr. Truman and his 
family are temporarily quartered in Blair house, the old colonial 
mansion owned by the government on Pennsylvania avenue just 
across the street from the State Department—the house reserved 
for the use of foreign dignitaries on visits to Washington. Rising 
early, Mr. Truman each morning walks the short distance from his | 
temporary home to the executive offices of the White House. 

He is in and out of the White House at all hours, as the night 
of the false reports about Germany. surrendering, for example, 
when newspapermen found him there at 7:30 in the evening. He 
had gone over to do a little extra work. 

- Around the White House executive offices, also, he is much 
more in evidence than any president we have had in many years. He 
moves about freely and enters unannounced many of the offices of 
his assistants which have not been darkened by a chief executive's 
presence in some time. 

As one of the girl secretaries in the executive offices put it the. 
other day: “We are having a hard time getting accustomed to a 
president who has two good legs; he bounces in and out of his 
office when least expected.” 

Because of his affliction, Mr. Roosevelt, of course, never moved 
about C freely. Once he went to his office in the morning he re- 


mained at his desk throughout the working day, never even leaving 
for lun His lunches were served to him there, and it was a part 
of his regular practice to invite some government official, cabinet 
officer or congressional group to confer withshim at lunch. Trays 
were brought in and food was served in his office, often right on 


his desk. ° 
Active President Truman, an active man used to the out-of- 
doors, likes to get around. He does not stand on the 
presidential prerogative of commanding people to come to him; he 
likes to go out to see them. Mr. Roosevelt was unable to do much 
of these things on account of his affliction, which denied him the 
use of his legs except when supported by heavy steel braces. In 
consequence he remained at his desk. 


There will probably be many more Truman innovations as time 
goes on. Washington does not know what to expect next. Already 
he is acquiring a reputation for bobbing up at the most unex- 
pected places, accompanied always by the usual squadron of secret 
service men. 

All of this promises to work to the new President's advantage. 
It is flattering to congress and individual congressional leaders to 
have the President of the United States call on them. In the past 
they have had to do the calling, and even then they could not always 
get in at the White House. Mr.. Truman thus far has shown a 
willingness to meet al! and see all. ’ 

His free movements and easy access will prove invaluable in 
holding the ties of unity together he starts out with. Washington 
is not yet accustomed to his methods, but recognizes their effective 
ness. : .

To Vet Service 


Creation of a veterans rehabili- 
tation department of the state vet- 
erans’ service office to render as- 
sistance to veterans in their transi- 
tion from military to civilian life, 
has been announced by Director 
C, Arthur Cheatham. 

“Contrary to popular opinion,” 
Cheatham said, “very few of our 


returning veterans will be psycho- 
neurotic individuals, but every 
veteran will be faced with re- 
adjustment problems. Our expe- 
rience indicates that already many 
of these ex-servicemen are -hav- 
ing a great deal of difficulty and 
many of them are unable to make 
a satisfactory social adjustment.” 

The tremendous increase in 
Georgia divorces and the alarm- 
ing increase in crime and delin- 
quency involving veterans are in- 
dications of the inability of some 
veterans to make satisfactory ad- 
justments, the director said. 

“In 1943 there were 27 divorces 
in Georgia to every 100 marriages, 
with only 15 per cent of these in- 
volvin,; servicemen or veterans. 
In 1944 there were 37 divorces to 
every 100 marriages, with 45 per 
cent of these involving veterans or 
servicemen,” he added. 

George Lewis, a War II veteran, 
has been appointed to head the 
new department. Lewis has had 
wide experience in social serv- 
ice work, and in dealing with de- 
linquent boys in urban and rural 
areas, Cheatham said.

After signing the dotuments the 
two German. plenipotentiaries 
were returned by plane to Gen. 
von Vietinghoff's headquarters 
high in the Alps. 

The entire ceremony took just 
20 minutes but the negotiations 
had been lengthy. More than a 
month ago the Germans expressed 
willingness to come to some sort 
of agreement but would not ac- 
cept unconditional surrender as 
demanded by the Allies, 

The current offensive then was 
launched, beating the Nazis to 
their knees and obliging them to 
accept the Allied terms. 


SURRENDER ROOM 

The surrender documents were 
signed in a 25 by 18-foot room on 
the second floor of the 18th cen- 
tury Italian renaissance palace. 
On the plain walls were hung two 
staff maps, one of northern Italy 
and the other of Russian-held Vi- 
enna. 

Marshal Alexander, who had 
used the room for many months 
as his map room, was in the pal- 
ace at the time but did not meet 
the German emissaries.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—(?)—Associate Justice Robert H. 
Jackson of the supreme court was designated today as chief 
counsel of the United States on the proposed international tri- 
bunal to prosecute major war criminals of the Axis powers. 

President Truman announced the order appointing Jack- 


son at a news conference. 


Mr. Truman commented that the deaths of Hitler and Benito 
Mussolini had remaved the two principal war criminals—and 


naturally these would. not have to stand trial. 


He added he 


was glad they were out of the way. 

The President said he hoped the international tribunal would 
be set up soon and its work completed by next October when 
the supreme court reconvenes for its fall session. 

Jackson will continue on the xourt while serving in his 


new capacity.

Guilt in Chicken Sale 


Three Forsyth county chicken 
growers, Wiley Bagby, Victor E. 
Lang and E. Clyde Pendley, plead- 
ed guilty at Gainesville yesterday 
to charges of marketing 2,534 
pounds of broiler chickens in vio- 
lation of a War Food Order. 

The trio appeared before Judge

Bagby pleaded guilty to charges 
of selling the broilers to Lang, who 
is not-an authorized poultry proc- 
essor. The sale was made in For- 
syth county, one of seven Georgia 
counties in the government-re- 
stricted poultry area. 

Lang admitted purchasing the 
chickens for delivery to John T. 
Statham, of Atlanta. Pendley 
pleaded guilty to charges of aiding 
Lang to remove the poultry from 
the restricted area.

tween, that “Hitler rs so ill he 
might already be dead.” 

At any rate, Himmler continued, 
Hitler was not expected to live 
more than two days longer. A 
German Gen. Schillenburg, who 
also was present, said that Fitler 
was stricken by a brain hemor- 
rhage, 

That statement was. made more 
than a week before the Hamburg 
radio announced that Hitler had 
died at his post in the Reichs- 
chancellery, directing the defense 
of Berlin, and Doenitz sought to 
rally the Reich by claiming Hitler 
had made him his political heir 
the day before his death. 


“Adm, Doenitz’s statement, 
therefore, that Hitler met a hero’s

ADOLF KILLED BY BOMB 


The Paris radio declared that 
Hitler did not die in combat, but 
actually was killed by a bomb dur- 
ing the night of April 21 after a 
quarrel with his leaders over con-

Quoting the newspaper, “Paris 
Presse,” which attributed the re 
port to “welkinformed quarters,” 
the broadcast said Hitler insisted 
on fighting to the last in the Bava- 
rian redoubt, but could get no one

els.

British forces invaded the Ran- 
goon sector of Burma and trapped 
ea Japanese army. 

American doughboys pushed to 
the edge of Davao, strategic port 
city in the southeast Philippines. 


Doughboys and Marines on 
Okinawa slugged ahead against 
furious Japanese resistance. 


The invasion of Borneo by Aus- 
‘tralian troops and the drive of 
American troops on Davao City 
were. reported in Gen. MacAr- 
thur’s communique. The Borneo 
operation was reported previously 
by Australian and Japanese 
sources. 

A veteran Aussie division—bat- 
tle-hardened in New Guinea and 
the Middle East—struck near 
Lingkas, two miles east of the air- 
port on Tarakan island, great oil 
shipping center immediately off 
Borneo’s northeast coast. The am- 
phibious forces landed after ter- 
rific shelling by American and 
Australian warships and aerial 
blastings.

Florida Slaying 
Victim Believed 
ToBeLumberman 


The body of a man, believed to 
be that of Charles H. Montgom- 
ery, millionaire Pennsylvania lum- 
berman, who was last seen alive 
about two weeks ago when he 


; 


checked out of an Atlanta hotel, 


has been found near St. Augus- 
tine, Fla. 

There was a bullet wound in 
the head, Florida officials said. 

The body was found Saturday 
dumped under a bridge on an iso- 
lated dirt road about 15 miles 
south of St. Augustine. It was 
clad only in a shirt, tie and a vest, 
the inside of which bore the inked 
lettering, “C. H. Montgomery.” 

The lumberman had been the 
object of a wide search after he 
checked out of the hotel here, R. 
N. Haines, of Grove City, Pa., an 
official in Montgomery’s supply 
company, who arrived here Mon- 
day to aid in the search, said 
there was “little doubt” that the 
body: was that of his employer. 


Haines said the 56-year-old 
Montgomery was believed to have 
been en route from that city to his 
winter home at Fort Lauderdale. 
He was carrying a large sum of 
money and wearing a valuable 
diamond ring, Haines reported, 

Coroner John Shugart said it 
was obvious the victim was mur- 
dered. A coroner’s jury found 
that he came to his death at the 
hands of persons unknown ar@ 
continued its investigation. 

Haines left here immediately 
for St. Augustine in an effort to 
establish positive identification. 
Plans were made to exhume the 
body, which the coroner’s jury or- 
dered buried because of its con- 
dition. 

Authorities expressed ‘the opin- 
ion the victim was slain at some 
other point and the body dumped 
under the small bridge. State 
Road No. 4, on the direct route 
from Atlanta to Fort Lauderdale, 
passes within a few miles of the 
spot.

Food Amazes 
British 
Jumpers 


Four British paratroopers, veter- 
ans of five years of fighting be- 
hind enemy lines in Tunisia, Ital- 
ian Somaliland, Sicily, Italy, 
France and Norway, arrived here 
yesterday to find their conceptions 
of the south somewhat altered by 
a winter like, cloudy Atlanta day. 

“In spite of the fact that we are 
here primarily to express the good 
will of our nation to the American 
people, said Maj. Oswald B. 
Rooney, senior officer of the 
group, “this trip is revealing to 


us the good will of your people to- 


ward our country as well.” Their 
trip, a tour of 19 cities, is sponsor- 
ed by the labor division of the 
War Production Board and the 
‘National CIO War Relief Commit- 
tee. 
Three members of the group, 
Sgt. Maj. Robert D. Tait, Sgt. Maj. 
Graham Rose and Maj. Willis M. 
Sadler, entered = same para- 
troop uadron when it was or- 
Seated in September 1939. Of the 
original squadron of 60 men, they 
are the only persons still attached 
to the unit. 

“The small number of remaining 
original squadron members is due 
to the dangerous activities of the 
squadron, in which most of the 
action takes place from 100 to 500 
miles behind enemy lines. 

The great variety of foodstuffs 
and materials which the United 
States is able to produce under 
wartime conditions has been a 
constant source of amazement 
the paratroopers, who only recent- 
ly left an England which for six 
years has been geared to a life of 
war. 

“However.” Sgt. Rose said, “the 

British people still do not have an 
adequate diet. Variety is missing, 
but we have the necessary foods 
for health. British civilians are 
probably in better condition from 
a health standpoint than they 
were before the war.”
